24,000 people in attendance, the sec- 
ond big gathering of the . Dark To- 
bacco Planters' Asjfociation of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia held 
in t'lUthrie, was practically twice as 
largo a meeting as the one of last 
year. The growers of the "Black 
Patch" from tho three States wwc 
out in force, glorifjing in the won- 
lerful success of their organisation 
and full of the exultation of enthus- 
iastic determination. 

The big parade, unique and re- 
markable in many features, passed 
through ^he city at 11 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning and made its way 
followed by thousands of people to 
the fair grounds, where the speecht s 
were made and probably the great- 
est barbecue of recent years in Ken- 
tucky was served.

DISCOVERED IN ^OL'S^ CXTY. 

0t^« of Th«m May ttavt Been the 
Plitee Where the Ohrlat Wae Con- 
fined— Plctttre on Wnll Showa 
Him In Stocka, 

Considerable Intereat has recently 
been awakened In Jeniaalem in iobm 
newly opened-up ancient ■nbterranoan 
rock-hewn chambers which evidently 
adjoined, if they did not form part of, 
PUate'a judcment hall, and the "pave^ 
t," or tbe Oabbstha, of the New 
Teatament. Thia waa contiguous to 
Antonia, the Roman fOrtresa which 
bounded the temple area on the north. 
Aa Is well known, a conaiderable area 
of this "pavement," as it was in the 
time of Christ, was uncovered in about 
1860, when the atsters of Zlon dug for 
foundations for their school and the 
Church of Ecce Homo, and now forms 
of th« chief objects of interest to 
vlsltom to the Holy City. It is in the 
property adjoining that of the Sistera 
of Zion on the west that the chambers 
In question may now be seen. They 
ire at the base of the hill Bazetba, on 
lie north side of the Via Dolorosa, in 
lu' srarppd face of the rock which, 
with its counteracarp on the south. Is 
bought to have formed the moat on 
hnt side of tbs fortress of Antonla in 
the time of tbe Romans. There are sev- 
1 of these rock-hewn chambers, at 
different levels, connected with each 
by passages. The upper ones are 
1. while one at a lower level, seml- 
clrcuiar in form. Is larger, and all of 
them present unusual features In form 
which make It difficult to determine tho 
use to which they were devniLd - 
whether as mortuary chambers or 
pfables and storerooms, or whether, an 
s now claimed by the owners who 
Kive opened them to the public for in- 
pection, they were used as dungeons 
iid places of torture In ancient times 
"Ucir adjoining the Roman Judgment 
\aU favors the Idea of the prison. In 
everal of the chambei's there are holes 
n the sides and celling at r^ular in- 
ervals through which ropes could be 
fHStened. In one of the smaller rooms 
there is a rock-hewn ledge or bench of 
rock, open beneath, with two large 
holes through the ledge, which are 
Iqlmed to be stock.i. There is an iron 
•yo fixed In the rock beneath the holes 
IS if to there tie or chain the feet of 
the prisoner, while above. In the low 
ceiling, there are three places cut out 
throuKh which ropes or chains could bi- 
las.scd, suKgestinK the fastening up 
t his head and outstretched hands

The most ut- 
terly damning term in the vocabu- 
lary of a member of the Association 
is "Hill Billy," which means a friend 
of the trust. Upon thi? banner was 
written "Hill Billy milking his neigh- 
bor's cow."
